FIRE ALARMS BY WIRELESS. 


|>atorr» of Device Invented by Dr. 


lie Forent and B. C. Haldemuu. 


A wireless lire alarm system Is the 


newest invention of l>r. L,ee l>e Forest, 
vi<-o president ami scientific director 
of a wireless telegraph company, and 
li. C. Haldeumii, former city electrician 
ami general superintendent in the west 
for the company, says the Kansas City 
1'iuies. They are building the appara- 
tus jointly-some of it in St. Louis and 
some at Kansas City under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Haldemau. It is to be giv- 
en its lirst test in Kansas City dur- 
ing the lire-men's convention next Au- 
gust. 


Dr. De Forest was at the Midland ho- 


tel in Kansas City recently and told 
something of what the new system is 
.md what it is expected to accomplish. 
He asserts that it will be 50 per cent 
cheaper tlmn any system uo\v in use. 


•The installation of the system will 


equip any building with automatic lire 
alarm signals," he said. 
"After the 


manner of the automatic sprinkling 
system our apparatus will be sus- 
ceptible to a certain degree of heat. 
In case of fire the signal will be car- 
ried by wire up to the roof of the build- 
lug and communicated to a flagstaff 
arrangement. Thence it will be cur- 
ried through the ulr, a wireless mes- 
sage, to tire headquarters, where a re- 
ceiver will be installed, in tune with 
the transmitter on top of the building. 


"A bell will ring first and ring re- 


peatedly to attract the operator's at- 
tention in case he hasn't the receiver 
to his ear. When he listens he will re- 
ceive the message in a simple signal 
code of dots and dashes which will te!l 
him the exact location of the fire. The 
operator will not have to be familiar 
with the Morse alphabet. 
A signal 


code can be used so simple in charac- 
ter that any one can take it. Street 
boxes can be used in the same manner 
as far as receiving the alarm is con- 
cerned. 
The message can be trans- 


mitted by pulling down a hook or by 
pushing a button. 


"The wireless fire alarm system is

ing it together in a joint patent. 1 
think it will develop into one of the 
most important branches of wireless 
telegraphy.''

Man on the Bridge of the KaUer 


m der Grouse Heard Tlu- 


ItllnK of Bflln ThronKh the Water 
For Miles—Three Bin German Shii>« 
Fitted With the Kew Apparatus 


A system of submarine signaling 


Which, according to the oiucers ol me 
North German Lloyd liuer Kaiser AVil- 
beltu der Grosse, which recently ar- 
rived at Xew York, is destined greatly 
to minimize the dangers of fog and 
mist to oeeau liners when they are 
Hearing shore Las been fitted to the 
three great North German liners—Kai- 
ser Wilhelm II., Kronprinz AYilhelm 
and Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse—says 
the New York Times. The apparatus, 
which the Kaiser "Wilhelm officers de- 
clare has proved a complete success, 
consists of a small tank filled with a 
special solution of greater density than 
water, which is attached to the inner 
skin of the liner's hull and which eon- 
tains a microphone or transmitter. 
From the microphone a wire extends 
to the bridge, where the officer on duty 
with an ordinary receiver is enabled 
to hear distinctly submarine bells at- 
tached to the hulls of lightships miles 
away. 


Second Officer Rabien of the Kaiser 


Wilhelm der Grosse discussed this ap- 
paratus. Mr. Rabien was on the bridge 
as the liner left the German shore and 
again was on duty when the great ship 
neared the lightships off Nantucket, 
Fire island and Sandy Hook. 


"Every ship's hull," said Mr. Ra- 


bien. "is. practically a drum. 
Sound 


• vibrations in the -water travel at four 
times the'speed they do in the air and 
can be heard for miles whether they he1 
caused by the action of the screws of 
a steamer or the ringing of a bell. 


'•For instance, without any special 


apparatus at all sailors working on 
the floor of a schooner can detect the 
sound made by the screws of a liner 
miles away. 
Now, the problem of 


which the apparatus on this ship is 
the outcome has been to collect these 
sound waves as they strike the ship's 
hull and then convey them to the offi- 
cer of the bridge. 


"To do this a small tank—smaller 


than a man's hat—is attached to the in- 
ner side of the skin of the liner. This 
tank is filled with a chemical solution, 
denser than water, which contains the 
inircophone. There are two of these 
tanks on the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse, both forward, and to each of 
them is attached a wire which' 'le'rids 
directly to the bridge above. At "'the 
end of each wire is an ordinary tele- 
phone receiver, which, when the liner 
nears shore and the weather is foggy, 
the officer on duty keeps constantly to 
his ears. There is a switch'provided 
by which you can shut off either the 
starboard or port microphone, and the 
officer holding the instrument is ena- 
bled to hear bells struck beneath the 
water several miles distant. 


"The noises made by the engines of 


the liner when she is traveling at great 
speed do not seriously affect the work- 
ing of the instruments, while when she 
is in a fog and -naturally traveling at 
a reduced speed this obstacle is prac- 
tically obviated, the result being that 
the officer holding the receiver caxi 
judge almost exactly the distance he 
is from the warning bells. He can also 
tell exactly the direction from which 
the sounds come, two advantages that 
submarine signaling has over wireless 
telegraphy, 


"There is no doubt that in the* devel- 


opment and application of this system 
lies'the solution of the problem of nav- 
igation in the densest of fogs. 
By 


means of a numerical code not only 
can warning, but information as well, 
be conveyed with great accuracy. For 
instance, on the voyage that ended at 
New York on Tuesday (May 30) I was 
on the bridge when the Kaiser cleared 
German waters and again was there 
as she neared the American maiuland. 
When four miles distant from the 
mouth of the river Weser I plainly 
made out the signals conveyed from

Dr. Peters asserts,

never was such a library as Professo1' 
Von Hilprecht describes.

been uncovered. These, in turn, point 
to still earlier civilization, and so on 
until it is reasonable 
to 
infer that 


what we call civilization, instead nf bo- 
ng a cornparatvely recent phase of hu- 
man, development, is really scores of 
thousands of years old. 


This much, therefore, the archaeolo- 


gists have done for us. They 
have 


shown us that we do not monopolize 
the wisdom 
of the 
ages—that 
our 


equals existed so long ago th:K their 
very existence has been forgotten. We 
are, in short, taught to curb our self- 
satisfaction! 


, For this, if for no oilier service, we 
may excuse the somewhat harsh and 
unseemly strife among 
the learned 


ones. They are finders of truth after 
all.

Washington. July 7.—The conviction

gon, or John M. Hippie, as he was 
known in 
Pennsylvania 
before 
he 


went West to become a political pow- 
er, following so closely on the convic- 
tion of Senator Burton of Kansas, on 
similar charges, has emphasized the 
de-cadence of the United States Sen- 
ate. 
Within the past few years 
the 


exalted reputation of "the greatest de- 
liberative body in the world" has been 
dragged in the mire by sonic of its 
members through their conviction on 
criminal charges or in other ways. 


Fortunately a decided maority of 


the Senate, on both sides of the cham- 
ber, still is composed of men of high 
character, and among them there is 
a strong and deep-seated resentment 
against their fellows who have brought 
the Senate to disrepute, when for a 
hundred years it was composed, ac 
cording to popular belief at least, of 
men of the highest order of integrity 
and ability. 


They 
ostracised 
Senator 
Burton 


fiom the moment of his conviction and 
it is certain- that to Senator Mitchell 
will be given the same treatment for 
he has l"ss sympathy among his col- 
Uagues than had Burton. At !he same 
time there are men still in the Senate 
who have done almost as much as 
Burton and Mitchell toward shatter- 
ing its most cherished traditions who 
have not been ostracised. 
The excuse 


for fiom is that thei" offenses were 
not criminal and that they created less 
notoriety and attracted much less of 
public condemnation. 


Senator Mitchell formed a law part- 


nership, and the firm did considerable 
business before 'the Government de- 
partments. 
Charges were made that 


Senator Mitchell had received money 
for this practice, and for using his in- 
fluFiicc as a Senator to bring about re 
suits favorable to his clients. It was 
charged that money was paid'to him 
in his committee room ;;l the Capitol. 
These charges were denied, but the 
Senator's law partner 
testified 
that 


Senator Mitchell did receive financial 
benefits from this law business, which 
is a criminal offense. 


This is not thfe first time that Mr. 


Miitchell has disgraced the Senate. A 
year ago, after 
drinking too much 


wine at a dinner part}', he entered the 
home of an army officer during 
the 


absence of the latter, and frightened 
the ladies of the household. The po 
lice were called in and the 
Senator 


was arrested. 
Friends interceded, and 


he was released without prosecution. 


Senator Burton of Kansas, was con- 


victed of accepting fees^from a turf 
exchange, of St. Louis, as its legal 
representative and 
for ''protection," 


which he promised to give by virtue 
of his position as a United States Sen- 
ator. 
Bin-ton confessed on the stand 


that he had accepted the money and 
made the nlea that he needed 
the 


money. 
He was convicted, but 
the 


United States Supreme court set aside 
the verdict. He will be tried again 
on the same charge. 


Senator Dicdrich was charged with 


accepting a 
monetary 
consideration 


for the appointment of a postmaster 
in his State. Senator Dietrich set up 
for the defense that his enemies had 
trumped up the charges and that he 
was not guilty. He was acquitted, and 
he demanded an investigation by the 
Senate. 
This was made and to Die- 


trich was given a clean bill of health, 
but the finding was not accepted by 
the people of Nebraska, 
who 
have 


elected another man in his place.

"The continent is one of the richest 


in the world, and if it were properly 
governed would support the whole of 
the United States and a good purl of 
Europe, too. 


"If there were 
any consistency in 


such a ridiculous doctrine the 
United 


Stat2s ought not to lose an hour in 
driving France and Holland and Eng- 
land out of Ouiana. Each has a small 
piece of territory in Guiana, and if it 
were i.ot for the climate, which is un- 
healthy, those little colonies would be 
the most prosperous pans

America, for they never borrow money 
and cheat their creditors.

Politics, war, joui"ia,'ism and litera- 
ture each furnished some of the lau- 
rels interwoven in the wreath of his 
fame. lie was one of the private sec- 
retaries of President Lincoln aud was 
in peculiarly close and intimate re- 
lations wirh the great emancipator. 
He was the favorite editorial writer of 
Horace Greeley ou the New York Trib- 
une. He v.-as the author of poems and 
prose sUc-tches and uistovks re.ul with 
interest and delight on-two continents. 
To gain cjufu'en'ial information for 
Abraham Lincoln he was adjutant gen- 
era! to two or three commanders in the 
civil war. being promoted to the rank 
of colonel. In addition to all bis other 
accomplishments he was an orator of 
power and scholarly finish, two of his 
most noteworthy efforts having been 
au address on Waiter Scott and the me- 
morkil oration on the death of William 
MeKiuley, delivered in the hall of rep- 
resentatives in Wasi'.inglon. 


Tho Ohio society of Xew York once 


gave Hay a dinner, for among his other 
titles of distinction the great secretary 
lived severnl years in Ohio. In that talk 
he bewailed the fact that he was a man 
without a state. "I was born in In- 
diana." he said, "I grew up in Illinois, 
iNvas educated in Rhode Island, and 
it is no blame to that scholarly com- 
munity that I know so little. I learned 
my law in Springfield and my politics 
in Washington, my diplomacy in Eu- 
rope, Asia and Africa. I have a farm

Giant ol Giants Li Statecraft. 


To say that a man is the greatest of 


such a list is to make him a giant of 
giants. 


Yet, measured by actual accomplish- 


ments in world politics, the late John 
Hay measures with any of them, and 
it is perhaps not extravagant praise to 
say that he goes to the head of the list. 
Certain it is that he made the United 
States the diplomatic center of the 
world, that he maintained the integrity 
of China, that he opened the diplomatic 
door for the building of the isthmian 
canal, that he united the Anglo-Saxon 
world and made America its head, and 
that he introduced to all nations a new 
and more direct sort of diplomacy. 
Even a greater distinction probably 
belongs to, hiiu. though this is not gvn 
erally known, as the moves made in 
international polities are mostly in th^ 
dark. Then, too. it is hard "to say what 
would or would not have happened if 
certain steps had not been taken. Yet 
despite the veil of secrecy enough is 
known •# have created the general be- 
lief that John Hay prevented a general 
European war from growing out of tin1 


conflict in the far east. 


Leading up to this culminating role 


on" the stage of statecraft were many 
minor positions in tho dip!< malic serv- 
ice. Those began thortiy after the civ- 
il war, and the first period ended in 
1S7U. But in these few years three im

To cheer the pres- 
ident iu one of the blackest hours of 
tho war Hay wrote the verses to him, 
and Liacoln liked it so well that he in- 
sisted on it-s publication. As a conse- 
(luruee the assistant private secretary 
a \volce oue moiiiiug, like Byroa, to find 
himseit famous. 


The Advent of "Jim Bludso." 


It w".s not until 1S71, however, that 


"Pil-.e County 
BaliatJs," 
containing 


"Little Bi-ec.-hes," "Jim Bludso," '•fc.ui- 
ty Tim" ami other famous dialect po 
cms. appeared. !u later life Hay tried 
to forget th..L he had •written these, but 
the pablic would not have it. Others 
delighted to remember these rough 
verses, so full of human nature, hu- 
rpor and pathos, even though their au- 
thor did uot. A distinguished English- 
man once said that '-Jim Bludso," ho 
who would "hold her nozzle ag'in the 
ban!: till the last galoot's ashore," wa^ 
o:ie of the most popular poems in Eng- 
land. 


It was also in 1871 that "Castilian 


Dajs" came out, which Horace Gree- 
iey declared the best book of travel he 
had ever read. A year later appeared 
Hay's. translation of "Castelar's De- 
mocracy In Europe.'*! It was uot till 
1SOO, however, that Hay's uios,t fa- 
mous book, "Abraham Lincoln; a His- 
tory," was published, aud the same 
year came a later edition of his poems. 
John G. Xieolay. Linroln's other secre- 
t..ry, collaborated with Hay in the life 
of thf-ir*great ch'ef, Xicolay gathering 
the material and Kay writing the book. 


Editor of tbe New York Tribune. 


It was iu 1S70 that Mr. Hay became 


an editorial writer on the Tribune, a 
place he he:d for many years. It was 
h^re he began his lifelong friendship 
with Whitelaw Iteid. 
The two men 


have many point? in common, not the 
least of which is that both married 
rich wives. "While Iteid was in Europe 
for sevf'al months Hay was editor in 
chief of Ihe Tribune.

The moment which 
Is ordinarily ascribed to death is when 
breathing stops, but this is purely ar- 
bitrary and the survival of au old be- 
lief that life was drawn in in the 
brealh aud the soul passed out with 
the breath."

A change of the moon 


necessarily occurs About once a week. 
All changes of the weather must, there- 
fore, oci tir within three aud three- 
fourths da;.s of a change of the mom, 
aud one-half of all changes ought to oc- 
cur within forty-six hours of a change 
in the moon even if there were uo 
causal connection whatever. Now, it 
requires only a very slight predisposi- 
tion in favor of a belief iu the eftective- 
uess Of the moon's changes to make 
one forget a few of the changes that 
occur too far from the proper time. 


I'nquesiionably there is a general de- 


sire for an extension of the, range of 
forecasts to co\ er the near future and, 
if possible, the coining season.
